Council to spend £2.6ni 
overhauling street lights

A £2.6MILLION scheme to replace 
all street lights in Southend will take 
place later this month. 

Street lighting engineers are wait¬ 
ing for their first delivery of 300 
new lamps and will start replacing 
lights along Eastern Avenue with the 
new units from middle of the month, 
before moving on to Royal Artillery 
Way. 


The installation follows a trial of 
several different LED street lighting 
systems in different neighbourhoods 
across the borough. 

Each of these was assessed for their 
performance and comments from 
residents were considered as part of 
the selection process. 

The council intends to replace all 
14,000 street lamps over a five-year 
period. 

Councillor for public protection, 
waste and transport, Terry Martin, 


said installing the lights would cut 
the authority’s cost of street lighting 
by 50 per cent over five years. 

He said: “This will improve the 
quality of the lighting and substan¬ 
tially reduce our carbon emissions. 

“What’s more, the feedback we’ve 
received from the residents of the 
streets where our chosen lamps units 
were trialled was extremely positive, 
with residents praising the much 
cleaner, more targeted light. 

“Like other authorities across the 


country, we’re facing some major 
pressure over reducing our costs. 

“That’s caused some other councils 
to decide to turn off street lights dur¬ 
ing certain periods of the night, rais¬ 
ing concerns over public safety. 

“We were determined not to go 
down that route and instead find a 
solution that serves us well in the 
long term. We believe that the project 
will bring substantial savings in 
energy and maintenance costs for the 
council.”

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Equipment for hospital 


VITAL medical equipment has 
been donated to the rehabilita¬ 
tion outpatients department of 
Southend Hospital. 

The new £26,000 ultrasound 
scanner and a £1,000 water 
bath was given to the hospital 
by the Advanced Surgical 
Equipment Trust (ASET). 

It will ensure physiotherapy 
patients get better treatment 
and a smoother experience as 
the department continues its 
drive to be a one stop clinic. 

Billy Fashanu and Dr Huber 
van Griensven, consultant phys¬ 
iotherapists, said they wanted to 
improve the patients journey by 
making it clearer and quicker. 
They said: “The new ultrasound 
scanner will enable us to carry 
out guided injections with 
greater accuracy. 

“Being able to see the needle 
means we can target affected 
tissues more effectively.” 

The replacement water bath, 
an essential piece of equipment 
for hand therapy helps mould 


hand splints for patients after 
surgery as well as stroke 
patients and other hand related 
injuries. 

Beverly Loughborough outpa¬ 
tients services manager 
explained up to 200 splints a 
month are produced at the hos¬ 
pital. She said: “It was very 
important that we were able to 
get a brand new replacement 
so quickly to ensure our 
patients weren't affected.” 

John Gibson MBE, appeals 
director and chairman of 
trustees for ASET, said 
patients previously had to wait 
up to eight weeks to find out 
scan results and be referred. 
Mr Gibson said: “The new 
ultrasound scanner means they 
can be assessed and referred in 
the same day. 

“The charity focus has 
always been to support 
Southend Hospital in provid¬ 
ing new technology and equip¬ 
ment that will improve patient 
care.”

Remains on Foulness

A full search of the island 
took place and more bones 
were found. 

Remains were found on a 
part of Foulness Island known 
as New Burwood Head on the 
Broomway Path, near the 
Great Wakering Stairs. 

Forensic and DNA tests 
had to be carried out to iden¬ 
tify the body as Angela. 

Angela lived in the 
Southend area but did not 
have a fixed address. 

Detectives have been sup¬ 
porting her family and 
speaking to people who 
knew her to try and find out 
how and when she died. 

DCI Simon Werrett, of the 
Kent and Essex Serious 
Crime Directorate, is lead¬ 
ing the investigation. 

He said: “I would appeal 
for anyone who knew 
Angela to come forward. 

“The last definite sighting 
of her was when she visited a 
housing officer in Westcliff 
on November 21, 2013. 
Money was also drawn out of 


her bank account on that day. 

“Her mobile phone has not 
been used since the end of 
November and we have not 
found any of her clothing or 
belongings.” 

Police have said Angela 
was known to associate with 
street drinkers and local 
homeless people. 

There was a sighting of her 
by police officers in the 
Porters Grange area of 
Southend on Monday, January 
6, but there are no definite 
details of her movements. 

DCI Werrett added: “Angela 
led what I would describe as a 
'chaotic lifestyle'. 

“The reports indicate she 
did not die on Foulness but 
was either taken there or the 
body was carried in the tide. 

“We are keeping all lines of 
enquiry open. Anyone with 
any information, no matter 
how small, could help us.”

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Food bank 
struggles to 
feed hungry 


A CHARITY had to turn away four families in 
need of emergency food parcels last month 
because it had run out of supplies. 

Castle Point Association of Voluntary Services 
is appealing for food donations so it will never 
have to send needy people away empty-handed 
again. The parcels - available for families with 
children under five - are distributed through 
children’s centres once CAVS has accepted their 
plea. Most of its “customers” are families in 
work but on low wages. 

Danielle Phillips, from the association, said: 
“We have been providing food parcels to local 
people in need since 2012 and our supplies are 
running critically low. 

“As the cost of living continues to rise, more 
and more people are having to make dramatic 
cuts to their standards of living. 

“Increasingly, loss of employment, ill health and 
low income are reasons that families are finding 
themselves unable to make ends meet. 

“We’ve supplied 27 emergency food parcels 
this year but have had no choice but to turn four 
families away this month due to a lack of stock,” 
she added. 

She is concerned winter will bring an increase 
in applications and said donations of any non- 
perishable food, toiletries or cleaning products 
would be greatly appreciated.

...meanwhile county councillors 
tuck Into ‘unjustified’ free meals 


AN INVESTIGATION has 
been launched into councillors 
receiving free lunches while 
picking up tens of thousands of 
pounds in allowances at Essex 
County Council. 

The council’s Independent 
Remuneration Panel will probe 
free meals offered in a council- 
lors-only canteen at County 
Hall. 

The investigation was ordered 
after Green Party members 
James Abbott and Michael Hoy 
said the free meals were “inap¬ 
propriate”. 

The pair tabled a motion at a 
full council meeting, asking 
members to accept that free 
lunches for politicians were not 
appropriate at a time when ser¬ 
vices like school transport were 
being cut. 

However, councillors refused 
to back the motion until the 
word “inappropriate” had been 
removed, along with any refer¬ 
ence to specific service cuts. 

An amended version was then 
approved by a majority vote. 

Figures released under the 
Freedom of Information Act 
showed that in 2012/13, coun¬ 
cillors ate 3,518 meals in the 
private canteen, costing taxpay¬ 
ers £42,248.82 - or £11.44 
each. 

Options in the canteen 
include roast dinners and cur¬ 
ries. 

In 2013/14, taxpayers paid 
£19,491.28 for councillors’ 
lunches. 


Figures released last week 
revealed that seven out of the 
top 10 claimers in 2013/14 were 
Conservative cabinet members, 
claiming free lunches on top of 
allowances of more than 
£40,000. 

Only four members claimed 
no hot meals. They were coun¬ 
cillors Abbott and Hoy, Tory Ian 
Grundy and Ukip member 
Kerry Smith. 

Cllr Smith has previously 
spoken out against the free 
lunches, saying it was immoral 
to keep eating them while 
increasing charges for Meals on 
Wheels customers. 

Last month, councillors 
increased Meals on Wheels 
charges for housebound OAPs 
by £60 per year, claiming an 
84p per meal subsidy was too 
expensive. 

Speaking about the new 
investigation, Cllr Smith said: 
“Morally, the meals are not jus¬ 
tified, but the rules say they are. 
I think they should be axed. 

“There is a canteen at County 
Hall for all employees of Essex 
Council to pay for lunch. 

“For backbenchers, who only 
have one or two meetings a 
month, that’s not going to break 
the bank. 

“The cabinet members who 
are there more often are paid 
well enough to buy their own 
lunch. Otherwise, what’s wrong 
with a tray of sandwiches?”

Phone scam victim gave 
£30,000 to bogus poiice 


FRAUDSTERS posing as 
police officers in Essex and 
east London have conned a 
victim out of £30,000. 

The latest fraud is largest sin¬ 
gle theft in a long-running 
series of telephone scams 
being carried by organised 
crime gangs. 

The victim, who is in his 60s 
and from Chigwell, was con¬ 
tacted by a man claiming to be 
a Metropolitan Police detec¬ 
tive. 

He was told that criminals 
had infiltrated his bank 
account and had deposited 
£30,000 in counterfeit cash. 

The fake officer then asked 
the man to take out the 
£30,000 so that it could be 
forensically examined. 

The man was asked to call 
his bank to check that extra 
funds were in his account but 
the original call had been kept 
open and his “call” was 
answered by another fraudster 
who confirmed that money had 
been deposited. 

The bogus officer then called 
back and asked the man to 
withdraw £15,000 from two 
branches of the bank and in 
£20 and £50 notes as these 
were the easiest to fake. 

He took out the money and 
was told that a courier would 
collect it. 

But he felt uncomfortable 
when the courier arrived and 
sent him away. 

The fake detective then tele¬ 
phoned the victim and warned 
that he would be arrested for

Following the threat he gave 
the £30,000 to the courier. 

The fraud happened on 
September 30 and despite 
extensive investigations the 
trickster and courier have not 
been identified or caught. 

Police have released an efit 
image of the courier in a major 
crime appeal. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Paul Maleary said; “These 
criminals have become abusive 
in the past but this is the first 
time they have forced the vic¬ 


tim to comply with their 
demands by making an arrest 
threat. 

“This is one of the highest 
amounts taken in Essex and 
shows just how convincing 
these thieves can be.” 

Mr Maleary added: “They 
are professional criminals and 
are absolutely ruthless. 

“The only answer is to put 
the phone down and call Essex 
Police whenever you get any 
call asking for money to be 
taken out of your bank 
account.” 

He said it is absolutely vital 
that people are reminded that 
their bank and police would: 

• NEVER ask for bank 
account details or PIN over the 
phone. 

• NEVER ask you to with¬ 
draw money and send it to 
them. 

• NEVER ask you to send 
them your bank cards or any 
other personal property 

Police said more than 800 
similar thefts and attempted 
thefts have been reported in 
Essex since the scam first 
came to light in January 2013, 
and similar crimes have been 
reported in the Metropolitan 
Police area and other counties. 

More than 140 people in 
Essex have been tricked out of 
money and the total stolen is 
more than £500,000.

Mansfield 
should head 
up inquiry 

THIRTY years ago, Tory MP 
Geoffrey Dickens passed a 
dossier of alleged child 
abusers to the then Home 
Secretary, Leon Brittan. 

The dossier was subsequent¬ 
ly destroyed, which led to the 
independent inquiry into the 
way public bodies handled 
child sex abuse claims. 

The government’s manage¬ 
ment of this inquiry has been 
a shambles and they must get 
an urgent grip of the situa¬ 
tion. 

First, the government 
appointed Baroness Elizabeth 
Butler-Sloss to head the 
inquiry, but overlooked that 
Margaret Thatcher’s attorney 
general Michael Havers was 
her brother. Havers had report¬ 
edly tried to prevent Dickens 
from naming a paedophile in 
Parliament. 

Butler-Sloss investigating her 
late brother was a huge con¬ 
flict of interest, and she 
resigned in the summer. 

The government then 
appointed Fiona Woolf, lawyer 
and Lord Mayor of London, 
without vetting her and discov¬ 
ering that she and Brittan are 
neighbours and have regularly 
had dinner together. 

Another huge conflict of 
interest is to investigate the 
department run by someone 
you see socially. Hence, 
Woolf’s resignation on Friday. 


For the sake of the children 
abused by establishment fig¬ 
ures, some in positions of 
power, the government has to 
appoint someone who is 
beyond reproach. Even the 
perception of a conflict of 
interest is unacceptable. There 
must be someone in Britain 
who is not related to a member 
of the Thatcher cabinet and 
has not had dinner with 
Brittan? That gives us a few 
million to choose from, but 
does narrow down the options 
when that person has to run 
this very important inquiry. 

The government must con¬ 
sider Michael Mansfield QC, 
champion of the underdog, and 
former lawyer for the families 
of Stephen Lawrence (mur¬ 
dered) and Jean Charles de 
Menezes (killed by the state), 
and also the Guildford Four, 
the Birmingham Six and 
James Hanratty. 

Mansfield is reported to be a 
republican, a vegetarian and a 
socialist, so would probably be 
disqualified on all three 
counts. But who better to get 
at the truth? 

I would hope that the 
National Association for 
People Abused in Childhood 
(NAPAC) would have more 
confidence in Mansfield than 
they did in Baroness Butler- 
Sloss and Lord Mayor Woolf 
This inquiry must lose no 
more time and get to the bot¬ 
tom of this cover-up, regard¬ 
less of how unpleasant that is 
for the establishment.

Need for 

affordable 

housing 

IT should be crystal clear to 
every politico in the urban par¬ 
adise that occasionally is 
Southend-on-Sea, that this 
town is in desperate need of 
affordable housing.

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Council pledges fair 
CCTV parking patrols 


SOUTHEND Council has 
reviewed the role CCTV plays in 
tackling on-street parking. 

Parking enforcement is being 
focused solely on vehicles that 
cause a risk to public safety, such 
as in and around bus lanes, bus 
stops, pedestrian crossings and 
outside schools. 

Other violations, such as park¬ 
ing on double yellow lines will be 
dealt with by civil enforcement 
officers. 

The changes have come at a 
time when the Secretary of State 
for Communities and Local 


Government, Eric Pickles, is 
proposing a shake-up of how local 
authorities use CCTV cameras. 

The national review is going 
through the parliamentary stages 
and it is expected that the govern¬ 
ment will publish its change in 
approach as part of its 
Deregulation Bill, which is 
expected to receive Royal assent 
later this year. 

Councillor for public protection, 
waste and transport, Martin Terry, 
said the authority needed to keep 
the public safe and have CCTV as 
an effective tool. 


Mr Terry said: “We need to 
make sure that CCTV enforce¬ 
ment of parking is fair and pro¬ 
portionate. 

“Southend will be a parking- 
friendly borough and rest assured, 
we will not shy away from penal¬ 
ising those who flout our fair and 
transparent rules. 

“WeTl continue to monitor the 
national review and ensure that 
the resulting regulatory changes 
and new guidelines are imple¬ 
mented smoothly and communi¬ 
cated to the local community and 
road users.”

S KATING legends Jayne Torvill and 
Christopher Dean will be talking 
about their oareer and lives during 
a number of speoial appearanoes at 
theatres aoross the UK. 

Our Life On loe: In Conversation With 
Torvill and Dean, gives fans the ohanoe 
to hear them talk about their oareer and 
lives in intimate settings, ineluding The 
Palaoe Theatre, Southend, next month. 

The tour, their first at theatres, follows 
the publioation of their autobiography - 
Torvill and Dean: Our Life On loe - 
whioh was released on Ootober 9 and 
sees the Olympio ohampions finally 
open up about the ohallenges they have 
faoed and the pressures of life in the 
publio eye.

In their autobiography, published by 
Simon & Sohuster, Torvill speaks oan- 
didly about her struggles to start a fami¬ 
ly, while Dean reveals the heartaohe 
within his own family story. 

Of oourse, there is the skating, and 
the stories about what inspired their 
famous routines, and what the pair 
hope to aohieve in the future as they 
approaoh their 40th Anniversary of 
working together.

Commenting about the tour, Torvill and 
Dean said: “We are both very muoh 
looking forward to the UK tour that will 
oombine our love of being on stage in 
front of our fans with the publioation of 
our autobiography. 

“The faot that we won’t be on the ioe 
might seem strange at first, but it will 
give us the ohanoe to meet the people 
who have supported us over the past

INTERSTELLAR (12A, 150 
mins) 


W RITER-director 

Christopher Nolan 
shoots for the stars 
with a futuristio thriller, oo- 
written with his brother 
Jonathan, about mankind's 
searoh beyond this galaxy 
for a new home to replaoe a 
dying planet earth. 

Epio in soope and wildly 
ambitious. Interstellar does 
not quite aohieve its bold 
vision of a love story 
between a father and 
daughter set against the 
vast baokdrop of mankind's 
final roll of the dioe to avoid 
extinotion. 

However, even when this 
grand futuristio adventure 
malfunotions, it is a deeply 
engrossing meditation on 
the ties that bind and the 
enduranoe of those emo¬ 
tional bonds aoross spaoe 
and time. 

Nolan and oinematograph- 
er Hoyte van Hoytema have 
oaptured some of the most 
breathtaking vistas inoluding 
our first glimpses of a blaok 
hole or wormhole on large- 
format IMAX film. 

These sequenoes paok a 
mighty visual punoh and 
powerfully oonvey how tiny 
and seemingly insignifioant 
we are on our third rook 
from the sun. 

Composer Hans Zimmer, 


who oollaborated with the 
London-born direotor on 
The Dark Knight trilogy, pro¬ 
vides another bombastio 
orohestral soore to oomple- 
ment the majestio imagery. 

Planet earth is dying: great 
dust olouds sweep aoross 
agrioultural plains, ruining 
orops and making it impos¬ 
sible to breathe oomfortably 
without faoe masks. 

"We used to look up and 
wonder about our plaoe in 
the stars. Now we just look 
down and worry about our 
plaoe in the dirt," laments 
Cooper (Matthew 
MoConaughey), a former 
test pilot, who toils the 
parohed soil with his 15- 
year-old son Tom (Timothee 
Chalamet) and 10-year-old 
daughter Murph (Maokenzie 
Foy). 

Cooper answers a oall 
from Professor Brand 
(Miohael Caine) to lead a 
mission to looate a new 
planet oapable of sustaining 
human life. 

"We're not meant to save 
the world. We're meant to 
leave it," explains Brand, 
whose soientist daughter 
Amelia (Anne Hathaway) will 
be part of the four-strong 
orew along with astrophysi- 
oist Rom illy (David Gyasi) 
and pilot Doyle (Wes 
Bentley). 

Leaving his brood in the 
oare of his father-in-law 


(John Lithgow), Cooper 
undertakes the most impor¬ 
tant mission in human histo¬ 
ry, knowing that failure 
would mean oertain death 
for the people he loves. 

Interstellar retains a tight 
foous on the oharaoters 
without saorifioing the 
adrenaline-pumping thrills 
that fans expeot from direo¬ 
tor Nolan. 

Two talking military 
maohines oalled TARS 
(voioed by Bill Irwin) and 
CASE are a marvel of 
meohanioal puppeteering 
and injeot muoh needed 
humour. 

"I have a disoretion set¬ 
ting," deadpans TARS in 
response to a request from 
Cooper to disolose sensitive 
information. 

Osoar-winners 
MoConaughey and 
Hathaway add emotional 
heft to their embattled astro¬ 
nauts, wringing out tears 
after Amelia sternly warns 
Cooper: "You might have to 
ohoose between seeing 
your ohildren again and sav¬ 
ing the human raoe." 

A oouple of dense, wordy 
philosophioal disoussions 
about gravity and love orbit 
the moon of unintentional 
hilarity but thankfully, Nolan 
avoids the orash and burn in 
the niok of time.

Queen Elizabeth's huntin qilo dge 


A RARE survival of a timber¬ 
framed hut, standing along¬ 
side a modern visitor oentre, 
offer the perfeot starting point to 
explore historio Epping Forest. 

Queen Elizabeth’s Hunting Lodge, 
whioh was built for Henry VIII in 
1543, is an amazing pieoe of looal 
heritage to explore and oherish. 

It was originally built as a grand¬ 
stand for the King’s guests where 
they oould view the Royal hunt and 
also shoot deer with orossbows 
from the upper floors 
The building, known as Great 
Standing, was renovated in 1589 for 
Queen Elizabeth I, and it is believed 
that both she and Henry VIII hunted 
in the forest during Tudor times, 
although no dooumentary evidenoe 
has survived to prove it. 

During this time, it would have 
funotioned as a venue for royal 
‘oorporate hospitality’ as a means 
for the king to display his wealth 
and power. 

Alongside Henry VIII and 
Elizabeth I, James I also used the 
hunting lodge, whioh was originally 
oonstruoted with an open-sided 
viewing platform. 

Gradually it stopped being used 
for its original purpose and in the 
18th oentury, after the reign of 
Charles I, the upper viewing 


spaoes were filled in and windows 
were installed. 

In later years it was used as a 
keepers or bailiffs lodge, as well as 
a forest retreat for serving teas 
during Viotorian times. 

It was eventually aoquired by the 
Corporation of London, with the 
oo-operation of the Essex Field 
Club, and following an extensive 
restoration it was oonverted into a 
museum in 1895. 

Sinoe then it has housed oolleo- 
tions of looal natural history and 
artefaots for people to enjoy and 
today visitors will find a Tudor 
kitohen on the ground floor, oom- 
plete with a briok fireplaoe dating 
baok to 1590. Here there are two 
tables of replioa Tudor food, 
inoluding meat and fish, and other 
offerings fit for a banquet, as well 
as examples of what the king’s 
servants would have eaten. 

Qn the first floor there’s a Tudor 
dressing up box and displays of 
Henry VIII or Queen Elizabeth, 
while on the top floor you will find 
stunning views aoross the 
Chingford Plain and Epping Forest

- a view not too different from 
what the Tudor oourtiers would 
have enjoyed oenturies ago- as 
well as a display on how the hunt¬ 
ing lodge was oonstruoted, inolud¬ 
ing a range of replioa joints. 

Right next door to the lodge is 
The View visitor oentre whioh is 


home to regularly ohanging art and 
history exhibitions as well as inter- 
aotive displays tellings the story of 
Epping Forest, from who used to 
live there to how it beoame a pub- 
lio spaoe. 

A visit to Queen Elizabeth 
Hunting Lodge and The View is 


also a great plaoe to start explor¬ 
ing the forest as there are two 
waymarked trails start from the 
baok door of the visitor oentre.

Authentic American BBQ Ribs, pulled pork,

G allagher’S opened in Leigh 10 
weeks ago and is reeeiving five-star 
reviews from very happy diners. 

Many are saying that this smokehouse is eom- 
parable and even better than some of the estab¬ 
lished barbeeue smokehouses in London. There 
eertainly is not another authentie Ameriean 
smokehouse within at least a 20-mile radius. 

The pulled pork, baby baek and spare ribs are 
eooked to tender perfeetion on the premises in 
smokers imported from Oklahoma by the 
Gallaeher’s team. All the barbeeue rubs and sauees 
are made from serateh every day in-house and they 
are the result of years of researeh by the owners. 

The ehefs eraft homemade burgers from a mix 
of ehuek, sirloin steak and brisket that is all 
mineed and mixed in house. Generous six-ounee 
all beef patties served in artisan brioehe buns 
with an exeiting and sometimes “off the wall” 
range of toppings.

Q. If I switch agents, can the first one still 
claim a fee if my home is successfully sold by 
the new agent to a buyer he originally 
introduced? 

A. A very interesting question indeed! In fact, this 
whole issue of liability to pay more than one agency 
fee is frankly, a real grey area. 

Until a few years ago, most agents included a “ready, willing and able” clause in their 
contracts. This basically meant that as long as they were responsible for originally 
introducing the person who wanted to buy your home, then they were entitled to their 
fee - even if the actual sale was subsequently handled by another agent (who naturally 
would also expect a fee). 

Then, in 2008 in a landmark case, the Appeal Court found against well-known London 
agents who had tried to sue a seller for their commission, on the grounds that they had 
originally introduced the buyer. The judgement said that it was no longer enough to 
introduce a buyer to a property. The buyer had to be “introduced to the sale.” So, for 
example, if an agent were to do everything possible to progress the sale - arrange 
viewings, for example, make regular follow-up calls, or perhaps even successfully 
negotiate an acceptable offer, only to lose the instruction at the last gasp when his 
contract lapsed - then he would have a clear cut case for charging a fee. 

Nevertheless, the reality is that many agents still claim the right to go after their fee, 
purely on the strength of having originally introduced the buyer. And in certain 
circumstances, you can understand why. For instance. I’m sure you will be shocked to 
learn that some buyers and sellers, once introduced to each other, are not above trying 
to do private deals behind the agent’s back! 

Normally, of course, an agent’s approach to this whole issue should be clearly set out in 
the terms of the sales agreement vendors are required to sign. Some, for example, will 
state that a fee will be payable if a property is sold to a buyer they originally introduced, 
within a given time of that contract expiring. 

Ultimately, therefore, the most important things for vendors is to ensure that they choose 
an agent they can trust to look after their interests properly - and make sure they read 
any contract carefully before signing!

SPIRITED West Ham recovered 
from two goals down to gain what 
had earlier seemed an unlikely point 
at Stoke City. 

The Britannia Stadium is widely 
recognised as a difficult place to plun¬ 
der Premier League points. 

Nevertheless, West Ham arrived in 
the Potteries in good shape after beat¬ 
ing champions Manchester City at 
Upton Park seven days before. 

But the Potters were mindful that a 
victory could catapult them into the 
top half of the table, within two 
points of the high-flying east Lon¬ 
doners. 

Indeed it was lively Stoke who 
were first to threaten. Hammers 
defender Winston Reid had to be 
alert after Jonathan Walters surged 
down the right and centred. 

Soon after Reid had to be on his 
toes again, this time thwarting 
Steven Nzonzi’s low drive. 

Stoke were looking the more likely 
to break the deadlock. Former 
Barcelona man Bojan’s effort was 
snubbed out by some brave defending 
from James Collins after another 
lightning raid down the right. 

And Stoke should have grabbed 
the lead when Marne Diouf was only 


inches away from converting 
Bojan’s cross. 

Stewart Downing should have 
done better, sending his effort high 
and wide after a neat interchange 
with Alex Song during a rare foray 
forward from the visitors in the first 
period. 

Just after the half-hour mark a 
goal duly arrived, and it was no sur¬ 
prise that the home side provided it. 

Victor Moses was quickest to react 
following a melee in the Hammers 
box and scrambled the ball over the 
line. 

And as the half drew to a close it 
was the home side who continued to 
look the brighter. Moses’s surging run 
was brought to a conclusion by some 
desperate last-ditch defending from 
Collins, while Bojan was only inches 
away with Hammers Spanish ’keeper 
Adrian fully extended. 

West Ham were on the ropes and 
once again had Adrian to thank as he 
made a brilliant point blank stop as 
Moses looked set to double the Pot¬ 
ters advantage. 

The Hammers boss Sam Allardyce 
brought Carlton Cole into the fray 
for the second period in an attempt 
to bolster the visitors’ attack, but it 
was Stoke who were first to 
show. The electrifying Bojan, again 
a thorn in West Ham’s side, found 
Adrian’s midriff with a free-kick 
from distance. 

And before the east Londoners 


could make any real headway their 
problems doubled. Jonathan Walters 
showed Aaron Cresswell a clean pair 
of heals before delivering for Diouf to 
head beyond Adrian. 

But West Ham were not going 
down without a fight, and clawed 
their way back into the match, albeit 
in controversial circumstances. 

Song was high and late on Diouf 
but referee Chris Foy allowed play 
to continue, much to the anguish of 
all connected with Stoke. 

Downing raced away down the 
right, crossing for the headlong 
Valencia who beat Begovic and 
halved the home side’s advantage. 

The game continued to ebb and 
flow. Nzonzi had Adrian at full 
stretch and Diouf headed just 
over as Stoke went in search of 
a decisive goal. 

But the tide had started to turn. 
West Ham started to attack with 
greater intent, and with 20 minutes 
remaining. Downing crisply met a 
pinpoint ball from Valencia to 
restore parity. 

Man of the match Bojan tried to 
lift Stoke’s spirits with a shot that 
warmed Adrian’s fingers, then the 
Hammers’ keeper made an even bet¬ 
ter save low to his right to keep out 
Geoff Cameron. 

In the burning embers the Pot¬ 
ters pressed hard to claim maximum 
points, but West Ham showed the 
kind of resolve that had earlier been 


missing to claim a share of the 
spoils and extend their unbeaten run 
to four games. 

After the dust had settled, Allardyce 
said: “I have to give Stoke credit for 
the way that they played. 

“For me, at 2-0 it was about 
changing the shape of the team, get¬ 
ting the substitutes on that were 
going to give us an opportunity to 
get back in the game.” 

Allardyce continued: “The two 
goals we scored were fantastic goals, 
I don’t think there’s any doubt about 
that. The extra quality we’ve got this 
year has paid dividends. It looked like 
we were getting nothing out of this 
game but we’ve got a precious poinf’. 

Stoke boss Mark Hughes said: “I 
thought we were excellent from start 
to finish. That was one of our most 
dynamic and creative performances 
this season.”
